THE COLLAPSE of Nazi Ger­ 
many would bring to Anal fruition 
the most carefully laid and me­ 
ticulously prepared offensive in­ 
vasion plans in the history of w ar­ 
fare. creating In the shadow of Its 
spectacular success a new and In 
some respects a greater problem— 
the creation of an international 
body strong enough and respected 
enough to prevent another holo­ 
caust a generation hence. 
All the great military and states­ 
manlike minds whose constant ef­ 
forts prior to the invasion were 
direr ted toward guaranteeing Its 
eventual triumph now share the 
unalterable conviction that some 
peace-making and peace-malntain- 
Ing body must arise in majesty and 
power from the ashes of Europe. 
Just what form it will take time 
alone can tell. Experiences of the 
past 25 year* clearly demonstrated 
that the League ot is ationa w a 
not the universal panacea for In­ 
ternational wrongdoing that th* 
late President Wilson envisaged. 
It was not th* absence of Ameri­ 
can co-operation alone that made 
the league a dismally Impotent 
thing, a travesty In stone upon the 
banks of laike Leman. The lack 
of force is now generally conceded 
to have been its most significant 
and lnsurmountabla handicap. 


Condom nation Not Enough 
The covenant was framed upon 
the tenet that amorg nations there 
is honor, and violations of its pre­ 
cepts were to have been punished 
with atigmaUsm and in extremely 
re factory cases by economic sanc­ 
tions. 
But nations thiraty for war aoon 
showed that mere diplomatic con­ 
demnation by the League of Na­ 
tions was nothing to be feared.
